CONVICT AND TURTLE TRAINS. 


‘* Speciais’’ that Carry Only Certa‘n Classes of 
Freight. 


Tue 12.50 p.m. train from Waterloo to Southampton 
carries every Friday a 1 number of Scandinavian 
emigrants, and on Saturday morni the first boat 
train (2nd class and steerage) has attached to it through 
carriages from Caledonian and North British Rail- 
ways, filled with crofters about to try their luck in 
South Africa. 

Once a fortnight-—usually every alternate Thursday—- 
# “turtle and orchid train” steams into Waterloo Sta- 
tion a few minutes after 10 a.m. The turtle-passengers 
often number from 100 to 160. They come from the 
West Indies, and it is an extraordinary sight to see 
long rows of them lying on their backs on tho platform. 
The ids come packed in cases, and hail principally 
from the West Indies and from Brazil. 

The 10 p.m. train from Southampton Docks, which 
arrives at Waterloo at about 1 a.m., is often referred 
to as the “ flower train.” It carries sometimes so many 
as 2,000 of flowers from the Channel Islands 
(chiefly Guernsey), containing millions of blossoms. 

“Rabbit trains” reach Waterloo from Cornwall and 
Devonshire at 8.7 p.m, and 10.80 p.m. The “ bunnics ” 
come chiefly from round about Barnstaple, Torrington, 
and Bideford. Sometimes these trains bring to London 
so many as 260 rabbit-hampors, and as each 
hamper contains two sticks, on each of which are strung 
twenty rabbits, this represents a total of no fewcr than 
10,000 rabbits. 

Very many boat trains from Southampton Docks 
might well be referred to as “bullion and specie 
specials,” for they bring to the Metropolis vast quanti- 
ties of silver from the United States, gold from the 
Cape, and silver and gold from Brazil and the West 
Indies. Other up-trains often convey gold, consigned 
to Britain by Australia and the far East. 

No British railway conveys. so many passengers 
garbed in hideous khaki, stamped with the broad arrow, 
as does the L. and 8.W.R. On almost every day of the 
week convicts in charge of prison warders may be seen 
at Waterloo Station. 

Prisoners for Dartmoor travel to Tavistock by the 
9 a.m., 11 a.m., and 1 p.m. trains; those for Portland 
“patronise” the 13.30 By or 9.20 a.m. Weymouth 
expresses; while unwilling passengers for Parkhurst. 
(Isle of Wight) travel usually either by the 12.10 p.m. 
or 9 a.m. train from Waterloo. 

The Great Western Railway also conveys a con- 
siderable number of convicts. isoners for Portland 
usually travel from ke to Weymouth by the 
9.35 a.m. train. The 11.45 a.m. Plymouth express 
takes convicts once or twice a week to Dartmoor, and the 
12.15 p.m, and 12.85 p.m. trains from Paddington carry 

risoners bound for Oxford and for Frome and Trow- 
ridge tively. 

Youths in prison khaki may frequently be seen at 
St. Pancras Station a few minutes before the departure 
of the 12.20 p.m. train for Bedford, and prisoners for 
Chelmsford usually travel from _ Liverpool Street 
Cee the train which leaves London at noon. 

The 12.25 p.m. train from Euston is the one most 
often sel by the authorities for the conveyance 
of women criminals to Aylesbury. 

Nearly all the boat trains (Cunard) from Liverpool 
bring bullion and specic to Euston, and the 10 a.m. 
Scottish express sometimes has a van containing bank- 
note paper (destined for the Bank of Scotland) attached 
to it at Willesden Junction. This van comes from Over- 
ton (in Hampshire, on the L. and 8.W.R.), at which 
place the banknote paper is manufactured. 

Another interesting train on the L. and N.W.R. is 
the 12.58 p.m. up from Carlisle. It is known to many 
as the “ yeast train,” because to it is very often attache 
a special van full of Scottish yeast, destined for 
various centres in the Midlands. The van is, of 
course, detached at Crewe. 

The London and North-Western Railway runs many 
“ pigeon specials” during what is known as the “ flying 
season.” The birds come from Huddersfield, Leeds, 
Liverpool, and dozens of other Lancashire and York- 
shire towns, and pass thro London en route for 
Bournemouth, the nnel Islands, France, and other 
points, where the birds are liberated. 

L. and N.W.R. “ pigee specials” are run by night 
so as to arrive in the Metropolis about 6 a.m. Some- 
times these pigeon trains are made up of so many ag 
twenty-three or twenty-four vehicles. 

The Great Northern Railway also makes a feature of 
igeon trains during the “ ple! season,” when three or

Tho difference is that in 
pirated music you will see frequent flaws 
stich as little breaks in the lines and blur, In the 
lithographing all theso defects are removed after 
the block has been made. Another defect in 
pirated music is tho constant mistakes in the 
chords, caused by carolessness or ignorance, which 
often make the picce unplayable. Im properl 
published music, of cotirse, the scores are vaad aed 
re-read by experts. Music c:mpositors generally 
know the rudiments of tho art, and com have 
moro than once been set right by the “man at the 
case.” But the chicf griovance against “ pirated” 
music is that, by purchasing it, vou aro helping to 
rob the composer of his daily bread. His calling 
is a scrics of struggles and wretchedly unprofitable, 
save in a very few cases, and as he givos us pleasure 
by his work we ought to see that he gots his rights.
